the NATO meeting decided to 
concentrate this year and next 
year largely on “improved; 
quality” rather than on adding! 

The 
result, he predicted, would be 
less strain on national budgets 
and yet “a big lift to NATO’s 
combat effectiveness” — a lift 
which he estimated at 30 per- 
cent this year alone. 

The second main agreement 
at Paris, he said, was to call! 
for the prompt creation of the j 
European Defense Community, 

: which would bring German! 
units into a mixed six-nation 
army. The delay up to now ! 
“strains our patience,” the Sec-; 
retary said, “but should not 
break it.” 

The third step taken at Paris, 
Dulles, said, was to agree on a 
three-year program for build- 
ing new airfields, oil pipelines, 
supply depots and radar stations, | 
with each nation contributing a 
fixed percentage of the cost 
each year. 

Finally, he said, “we have 
much thought to new tactical , 
weapons, and to the increased 
power which they can give to the 
defense of western Europe.”
